NOTE: Newly claimed focusing means for laser radiation which has a numerical aperture greater than or equal to 1 .2 
has not been considered and requires further consideration and/or search. . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that, in combination with the 
microtome features of claims 1 and 14, the use of an aperture of greater than or equal to 0.65 is novel. This argument is not convincing. 
Focused lasers having a numerical aperture is a size limitation which does not impart patentability to the claims. Further, focusing in 
Applicant's claimed numerical aperture range is well known (US Patent and Application references 6,184,973; 6,310,850; 6,556,537; 
20030009104 all describe numerical aperture values in Applicant's range). 
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
